United Nations Involvement., The Soviets do not appear to have reached 
a final decision about introducing the Berlin issue into the UN. Evidently 
they contemplate such action at present only in the context of increased 
tension, either as a result of a peace treaty or because of unilateral moves 
on the Berlin scene. KhrushcheVs remarks suggest the Soviets consider this 
gambit as a tactical move to impede Allied response to Soviet actions, (and 
until action is taken, as a threat.) 
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
